BILL 

TO 

Provide for a Dublin Hospital Board ; and for other purposes. 

W HEREAS for many years past a sum of fifteen thousand eight 
hundred and fifty pounds has been annually voted by Parlia- 
ment for the support and maintenance of certain hospitals in the 
county and city of Dublin : 

5 And whereas it is expedient that the said grant should no longer 
be made, hut that in lieu thereof a sum of four hundred thousand 
pounds should he granted to he applied in manner herein provided : 
Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
10 Temporal, and Commons, in the present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may for all purposes he cited as the Dublin Hospitals 
Act, 1887. 

2. The Protestant Archbishop of Dublin for the time being ; the 
15 Roman Catholic Archbishop of Dublin for the time being; the 
Moderator of the General Assembly of Presbyterians in Ireland for 
the time being ; four members of the Corporation of Dublin, such 
members to be annually nominated from time to time by that body ; 
one person to be nominated annually by each of the following 
20 bodies from time to time, viz. : 

(a.) The President and Bellows of the King’s and Queen’s College 
of Physicians in Ireland : 

( b .) The Council of the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland : 

(c.) The Council of the University of Dublin : 

25 (d.) The Senate of the Royal University of Ireland ; 

one person to be annually nominated on behalf of the Crown by 
the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland ; and such persons as shall, pursuant 
to section eleven, be nominated by the committee of the Dublin 
Hospital Sunday Eund, shall he one body politic and corporate by 
30 the name of the “ Dublin Hospital Board ” (herein-after referred to 
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as the Board), and by that name shall have perpetual succession 
and a common seal, and by that name may sue and be sued. The 
nominations under this section shall be made on or before the first 
day of Ja/rmary in each year. 

3. All powers hereby vested in the Board may be exercised by 5 
any five members thereof at a meeting of .the Board whereof due 
notice shall have been given to all the members of the Board for the 
time being. 

4. The Board may, with the consent of the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland., -from- -.time to time appoint at their pleasure a secretary, and 10 
may with such consent from time to time remove such secretary. 
The secretary shall be paid such salary as shall from time to time he 
determined by the Board with the consent of the Lord Lieutenant. 

5. The secretary shall make minutes of the proceedings of the 

said Board at the meetings thereof, and shall keep a book in which 15 
he shall enter a fair copy of such minutes and the names of the 
members present, and the fair copy of the minutes of the proceed- 
ings of each meeting shall be read at the next meeting, and if 
approved of as correct shall he signed by the chairman of that 
meeting. 20 

6. The Board shall once at least in every year, and also whenever 
Her Majesty’s pleasure shall be signified to them in that behalf, 
report to Her Majesty their proceedings under this Act, and a copy 
of such report shall he communicated to both Houses of Parliament 
within six weeks after the making thereof, if Parliament he then 25 
sitting, or if not, then within six weeks next, after the next meeting 

of Parliament; such report shall include a full statement of all 
moneys received and expended. 

7. The Board may take an office at a rent not exceeding seventy - 
five pounds per annum, and all meetings of the Board shall be held 30 
at such office. 

8. The Board may from time to time make byelaws and regula- 
tions for all or any of the following purposes : 

(a.) Por regulating their own proceedings : 

(b.) Por regulating the time and manner of making applications 35 
under this Act : 

(<?.) Generally for the purposes of carrying out this Act : 
and may from time to time rescind or vary any of such byelaws and 
regulations. 
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No byelaw or regulation under this Act shall come into force 
until the expiration of one month after the publication thereof in 
the Dublin Gazette. 

9. The Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury for the time 
5 being may issue out of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom 
the sum of four hundred thousand pounds, and pay same to the Com- 
missioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland. 

The said Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for 
Ireland shall invest the said sum in the purchase of any stock or 
10 stocks in which trustees are authorised by Act of Parliament to invest 
trust funds, and may from time to time vary such investments, and 
the said stock (herein-after referred to as the Dublin Hospital Eund) 
shall remain vested in them for the purposes of this Act, and they 
shall apply the income thereof in the manner herein-after provided. 

15 10 . The committee of the Dublin Hospital Sunday Eund may in 

each year pay to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and 
Bequests for the purposes of the Dublin Hospital Eund such sum as 
they shall think fit ; all moneys so paid shall be treated and dealt 
with as part of the income of the Dublin Hospital Eund for the year 
20 commencing on th e first day of Jan uary next after such payment. 

11.. Each year that the committee of the Dublin Hospital Sunday 
Eund shall' contribute four thousand pounds under section ten they 
shall be entitled to nominate one member on the Board ; each year 
that they shall contribute six thousand poimds they shall be entitled 
25 to nominate two such members; and each year that they shall 
contribute ten thousand pounds they shall be entitled to nominate 
three such members. 

The appointments under this section shall be for one year only, 
and shall take effect from the first day of January in each year next 
30 following the payment of such contribution. 

12 . The Board shall, in the month of February in every year, at a 
meeting whereof one calendar month’s notice at least shall be given 
in the Dublin Gazette and in three of the Dublin daily papers, enter- 
tain applications from such institutions as shall claim participation 

35 in the income of the Dublin Hospital Eund for the current year. 

13. The Board shall, by an order under their seal, after thereby 
making provision for the expenses of carrying out this Act, including 
therein the salary of the secretary and the rent of the office, and all 
other incidental expenses, declare and determine to what institutions, 

40 and in what proportions, the residue of the income of, thq said ^und 
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A.D. 1887. shall be allocated during the current year, which order may be m the 
form in the schedule hereto. 

Conditions 14 . No order shall be made in favour of any institution which 
of grants. j 0 es not fulfil the following conditions, viz. : 

(1.) It must he an hospital within the city of Dublin, but the 5 
City of Dublin Hospital, situate in Lower Baggot Street, in the 
county of Dublin, shall for the purposes of this Act he deemed 
to he within the said city of Dublin. 

(2.) The average number of beds in daily occupation by patients 
throughout the year shall be at least eighty . After the expira- 10 
tion of five years from the passing of this Act this minimum 
shall be increased to one hundred. 

(3.) It must he open for clinical instruction, and must have at 
least fifty paying students on its'books during the year preceding 
the application for such order. 15 

(4.) The institution shall be strictly non-sectarian and open to all 
persons, irrespective of their religious belief or creeds. 

(5.) The institution shall be open to clergymen of all denominations 
at any hour of the day or night that patients require their 
ministrations. _ 20 

(6.) The staff of the institution shall be appointed without 
reference to creed or religious belief, or the place of education 
of any candidate, or to his connexion with any university or 
other institution whatsoever. 

(7.) No payment or other consideration shall, directly or indirectly, 25 
be taken from or given by any candidate. 

(8.) The principle of promotion from the junior to the senior 
appointments shall he recognised as far as may he deemed 
compatible with the interests of the institution. 

(9.) No member of the staff shall be on the staff of any other 30 
hospital. 

(10.) The junior appointments, such as resident surgeons and 
physicians, shall be filled up by competitive examination open 
to all duly qualified candidates. 

(11.) No nurse shall be employed who has nor, gone through such 35 
training as the Board shall deem sufficient. 

Amount of 15 - In determining the amount to be allocated to any institution, 
grants. the Board shall have regard to the following considerations : 

(a.) The average number of beds occupied and the number of 
patients treated throughout the year. 40 

(6.) The number of students receiving instruction and the 
evidence of their entrance and attendance. 
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(c.) The number of nurses, trained and probationary. 

(d.) The total average cost per bed, distinguishing “ establishment 
charges ” from “ maintenance.” 

( e .) The general condition and efficiency of the institution. 

5 (/.) The energy of the managing body, as evidenced by the 

amount of money derived from subscriptions, donations, and 
bequests. 

16. The order of the Board under this Act .shall be executed in 
duplicate, one part to be retained by the Board, the other to be 

10 transmitted forthwith to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations 
and Bequests, who shall thereupon make the payments therein 
directed. 

17. No order of the Board under this Act shall be subject to any 
appeal or be removed into any court, by certiorari or otherwise, but 

15 every such order shall be absolutely final and conclusive on all 
persons and for all purposes whatsoever. 

18. The manager of every institution applying for or obtaining 
participation in the income of the Dublin Hospital Fund shall afford 
every facility to the members of the Board for ascertaining and 

20 inspecting the working of such institution in every respect, and for 
this purpose the members of the Board, and each of them, and every 
person appointed by them in that behalf, shall be entitled to visit 
and inspect such institutions whenever they or he shall think fit. 

19. And whereas the passing of this Act may result in the closing 
95 of the institutions known as the Hardwicke, Richmond, and 

Whitworth Hospitals, and certain persons now hold appointments 
as physicians and surgeons to the said institutions : 

And whereas the persons aforesaid may sustain loss by reason of 
the premises ; be it enacted that, in the event of the said institutions, 
30 or any of them, being closed in consequence of the passing of this 
Act it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, with the consent of 
the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to award to any one 
or more of the persons aforesaid such compensation as, having 
reward to all the circumstances of the case, and any pecuniary 
35 loss, direct or indirect, which the Lord Lieutenant is satisfied 
such persons have sustained or may sustain, by reason of the closing 
of the said hospitals, shall be deemed just ; and the Lord Lieutenant 
may have all claims to compensation under this section investigated 
and ascertained before such persons and in such manner as he shall 
40 think fit. All compensations under this section shall be paid out of 
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A.D. 1887. such moneys as the Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury shall 
di/rect. 

20. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Dublin 
Hospitals Board Act, 1887.
